damage to tender vegetable crops | For Belle Glade 


and cane in the Glades, Estimates | 
of damage range from 25 percent 
to 90 percent on the corn crops and 
about the same amount on green 
beans. 

Growers were all set for one ot 
the biggest spring crops in the 
history of this section when the: 
sneak frost took its toll. Corn had 
been planted in heavy quantities 
and harvest of it would’Haye,start- 
ed in the next few. weeks. The frost, 
however, put a quick end to the pos- 
sibilities of a bountiful spring crop. 
Beans suffered a like catastrophe. 

Sugar cane suffered a severe 
backset from the killing frost. At 
the ‘Okeelanta plantation south of 
South Bay on US27 the cane har- 
vest had been ‘completed and the 
young growth on the cane suffered 
severely from the cold. Areas of 
the young growth up to 90 percent 
were severely damaged at Okce- 
lanta. Young cane just coming up 
for the first time and cane in its 
new growth stage after harvest on 
the plantations of the U. S. Sugar 
Corporation also suffered heavy 
damage. Rough estimates show 
that between 70 percent and 80 
percent of the young tender cane 
was damaged. It will come out in 
plenty of time for next year’s crop.

State Services 


TALLAHASSEER-—~A regional of- 
fice, making facilities and services 
of the Department of Agriculture 
more readily available to the people 
in Southeast Florida, will be oped- 
ed in Miami this month, according 
to Commissioner of ` Agriculture 
Doyle Conner. 

Conner said a special. office was 
needed’ in that fast-growing popu- 
lation center to keep up with in- 
creasing demands for departmental 
services. Pointing Out Some 
these needs, Conner said: 

“In 1950, inspectors in Dade 
County spot checked and drew 
samples representing 2,792,000 
pounds of poultry. Ten years later, H 
in 1960, that figure had grown to 
50,925,000 pounds. 

“Our egg inspectors tested sam- 
ples from 119,556 cases of eggs in 
1950. Last year they drew samples 
from 1,460,000 cases. With 30 dozen 
eggs to the case, that represents 
525,600,000 eggs used in Dade 
County alone last year. Wholesale 
establishments handling poultry 
and eggs in Dade County have 
doubled in the past 10 years." - 

Conner added that poultry ani 
egg inspections represent just 91 
phase of work done by the Depar! 
ment in that area, and that Dade 
not the only large county in the 
area. 

“For example, in January 1961, | 
45,296,141 gallons of gasoline were f 
sold in Dade, Broward and Palm 
Beach counties. During the same 
month in 1951, only 21 million gal- 
lons were sold. Our gasoline in- 
spectors check wholesale and re- 
tail outlets for gasoline and pe- 
troleum products. They check these 
products for quality and check ‘all 
measuring devices, including fill- 
ing station pumps and tank trucks, 
for correct measurement.
